Sir,—Your correspondent “ Mentor” has paid me the compliment to com- 

ment upon and reprint selections of my work, 


October number of the Jewish Quarterly Review. 
Allow me to answer some of your correspondent’s remarks and deductions, 
the most startling of which was the headline—naturaliy surprising and not at 


all convincing. Rabbi Zevi Hirsch was, as I wrote, a man of even and calm | 


temperament, but, nevertheless, a strong character, fit to be a leader of men, a 
Rabbi imbued with honest, real, and deep zeal for Judaism, the Jewish law and 
the Jewish people. My study being purely historical, and not dealing with com- 
munal politics, I did not express any opinion as to whether the Rabbi did right in 
leaving London on account of the condition of English Jewry not being congenial 
to him. It is quite incorrect to state, as your correspondent does, that he leit 


indicate the source of this statement. I believe he must have taken it from Mr, 
A. M. Hyamson’s “ History of the Jews in England” (p. 245), where the fact is 
stated without quoting any authority. The dispute mentioned there happened 
right at the beginning of Rabbi Hirsch’s activity in London (cp. my booklet, ‘Jacob 
Kimchi and Shalom Buzaglo,” Luzac and Co., 1914).

Reconstruction Scheresin Russia. 
Many schemes are being considered by the Union of the Russo-Jewish Com- 
munities in connection with the return of the Jewish refugees to their homes and 
the necessary assistance to be granted to the Jewish prisoners of war released 
from enemy countries to re-settle in civil life. Of a more complicated character 
appears to be the problem of compensation to the Jewish sufferers by the war 
whose homes lie in ruins, 
mittees can only partially alleviate the distress, but can in no way settle matters. 
Among the schemes considered with a view to arranging relief on a more elaborate 
scale is a Jewish National Loan for the Jewish war sufferers. It is also regarded 
as probable that the question of compensation for damages caused by the enemy 
during the war to towns and townlets inhabited wholly or mainly by Jews will 
be referred to the Peace Conference. With the object of collecting adequate 
material on the problems involved in the schemes, and for the purpose of acquaint- 
ing Western Europe, America, and Scandinavia with the situation, delegations of 
representative Russo-Jewish bodies will endeavour to visit the occupied provinces — 
and the principal Jewish centres outside Russia. gs :

RUMANIA AND POLAND.-—The meeting was chiefly occupied by the Rumanian and 
Polish questions, which will probably involve the destinies of some six millions of Jews 
and of which it is desirable, if possible, to obtain a solution by friendly negotiation with 
the Governments and political parties.in the two countries before the conclusion of the 
War, 
Confidential reports of negotiations with accredited representatives of the leading 
Polish political parties were read, together with memorar.da explanatory of the present 
situation of the Jewish Question in Poland, drawn up by the Secretary. After consider- 
ing all the facts, the Committee resolved on definite heads of policy to be pursued on 
the resumption, of these negotiations, and to be urged on the Allied Powers at the. 
. With regard to Rumania, similar negotiations, were reported. They have so far 
resulted in very gratifying assurances from the leading Rumanian statesman now in 
Western Europe. According to reports from Jassy, the disposition of the present 
Rumanian Government as well as of the Opposition Leaders is also favourable to the 
Jews. The new Act of Emancipation; based on the Treaty of Bucharest, does not afford 
a complete solution of the Jewish Question, but the Rumanian Minister of Foreign 
Affairs has publicly stated that the Government intend to go beyond the Act, and the 
Prime Minister has expressed his conviction that the result will be a complete emanci- 
pation of the Jews before the Parliamentary elections next year. The Committee-have 
taken note of these assurances, but they do not recognise, or associate therhselves with 
the new Act, seeing that it is due to enemy pressure. They have informed the Jassy 
Committee. that in accord with the Alliance Israélite they look for a solution of the — 
Jewish Question to the spontaneous action of the Rumanian Parliament when such action: 
becomes possible through the evacuation of Rumanian territory by theenemy, 
While the political outlook in Rumania appears thus to be very hopeful, the Com-. 
mittee regret to report that anti-Semitic activity in the country is not:at an end, and that 
instances of oppression of Jews by local authorities continueto be communicated to them, 
RUSSIA.—Further reports dealing with the situation of the Jews in Russia were read. 
They dealt (1) with the organisation of a new National Jewish Council; (2), the great 
distress among the Jews and the urgent need of funds to deal with it; an?

Intermarriage: Some Personal Testimony. 
A Woman’s Experience. 


From “E PLURIBUS UNUM.” [To THE Epiror.] 


Sik, -—The correspondence anent Intermarriage appearing in the recent issueS 
of your joucna! has for me a poignant interest, parnfal for the bitter past it recalls 
and ful! of forebodinygs for the shadowy future it conjures up. For I am the wife 
of a seatie and have experienced the pangs of the ca!l of blood in ample 
measure since the day I s: aapped the Communal bond and placed myself outside 
the pale. 

Has my marriage proved happy? To a great degree, yes; to a certain 
extent. no; for though my husband and I are mutua'ly devoted to each other, 
there is sonething lacking, some intangible link difficult to define, but impossible 
to ignore --a sort of racial bond, which no education can implant. and which can 
only coms by physic al birth. With me this racial instinct is ever present ; with my 
husband the trait is absent; and although Jewish reading and influence have 
made some slight impression on him, they have, at the most, only produced an 
attitude of mind, a physchological outlook which’ does not compensate for the 
‘Jewish instinct that defies all conventional laws and educational influences. 

You may ask why I married a noa-Jew. 
story due to many personal and private reasons. But primarily my marriage was 
due to the fact—-I state it bluntly—that a Jewish womin’s chances. of. marrying

Looking back, the careful student of history will find evidence of the commence- 
ment of Germany’s preparation for this war when the IX{uliurkanpf was stopped, 

. in order to encompass its ends, 
it was necessary for the German war-makers to have at their command an inter- 
national organisation, untiring, vigilant, unscrupulous,domineering and reactionary, | 
an organisation which could, and did, command unquestioning obedience, whose 
followers would commit any crime that their leaders told them was necessary for _ 
their ultimate ends.- This they found in the Roman Catholic Church (with its.

Sermon for the Week. 


[Specially written for the JEWwisH CHRONICLE. ] 


OUR DUTY TO THE DEAD AND THE LIVING. 
“And Abraham came to mourn for Sarah, and to weep for her.”—Genesis xxiii., 2. 


We take up again the thread of last week’s discourse, that we may draw fresh 


lessons from the story of the burial of Sarah. The duty of burying the dead | 


Occupies a prominent place in the Jewish religion. To convey the dead to their 
last resting-place is enumerated among the religious performances ‘'of which a 


man eats the usufruct in this world, and the principal is stored up in the world to 


come.’’ Such importance attaches to Jewish burial among one's own people that 
it has come to be accepted as the unfailing test of membership of the community. 


Alas! it is a posthumous test, and has often been discredited on that account. 
That, in some circumstances, one must wait till a man is dead before deciding 
whether he is to be regarded as a Jew is somewhat of a paradox. Judaism 


has need of living flesh and blood. and not of dry bones, and obviously 


the burial-ground cannot satisfactorily take the place. of . the. synagogue. 
Nor can.a congregation be said to be flourishing which is largely dependent 
on its burial receipts. But the very helplessness of the dead has caused. the 


~ reverent care of their remains to be regarded by us as a pious duty; in Jewish 


phrase “‘a loving kindness,” in regard to which we are taught, “the kindness we 


show the dead is true kindness, for they can never repay it.”* A Jewish. burial 
society is often styled O'ID% AY2S3 NIN, and in some congregations the custom 
is still retained of observing an annual fast of expiation for any act of disrespect 
to the dead that may unwittingly have been committed.| Abraham, the pattern 
of so many virtues, is held up to posterity as a model in the practice of this virtue 
also ; he is depicted setting about the burial of his dead as. a sacred duty. In the 
death of Sarah he mourns the loss of a gdod woman, of a wife who had shared 
his joys and sorrows, and proved herself accomfort and a help in the many trials 
to which his life was subjected.{ But having vented his grief, it now behoves 
him to do an active kindness to the dead, to show honour ‘to her remains by 
acquiring exciusive and permanent possession of a site for her sepulchre. We 
propose to consider in the present discourse how kindness to the dead is connected 
with kindness to the living, how the honour we show their remains is 


THE LAST HONOUR, 


~. in the sense that it marks the end of a series of duties we have incurred towards 
- them when living. 


To the dead, as such, we can scarcely be Sail to incur any 
active responsibility. For what is dead is useless, and is neither the better nor the 
worse for any honour that we may pay it. 
blooms with which we deck its bier, we feel impelled to offer some such tribute of 
our affection to the lifeless body. The sentiment impelling us to such action ‘jis 
of a retrospective nature; it is the feeling of affection for what was once living and 
formerly demanded of us the fulfilment of certain‘obligations ; it is the sentiment 
of reverenc> for what-till recently was the temple of the humansoul. Thetemple 


is now in ruins; but according to Jewish teaching we owe reverence to what was 
formerly sacred. 


The site of the destroyed Temple, it issaid, is still to be regarded 
as holy.§ Inthe ark of the Tabernacle, we are told, the broken tablets of the Law 
Thus we regard our dead as a disused 
temple, as a defaced inscription of God's law on the broken tablets of the 
heart. But just as true satctity only inheres in the standing temple and: the 
unbroken tablets, so it is with human personality, It is the living personality 


towards which we incurresponsibility. Alas! we often have to gonfess that we have 


fallen short of our duty to tho3e who are no more... The honour we show their 


“ remains is not “the last honour,” in the sense that it brings to a close the faithful 


fulfilment of all our previous obligations. And it is of little or no avail, for never 
can it compensate for what we have left undone in the past.. The tears we shed 
for our dead—how many of them are tears of remorse for neglected opportunities 
which cry aloud to our awakened conscience in the poet's words, 
Come not, when Iam dead, 
Yo drop. thy foolish tears upon my grave, 
To trample round my. fallen head, a 
_. And vex the unhappy dust thou wouldst not save, 


How often do we weep before the open grave, because we are burying in itall hope 


that we can ever undo the past, because it is to receive the lifeless form which

: and can never now discharge ! os Weep not for the dead nor bemoan him,” the 
prophet Jeremiah’ admonishes us, “but weep for that which has been carried | 


away and can never return.” The honour we pay to our dead is to be valued 


according to the respect we have shown themin life. The true mourner is the 


faithful busband, the constan: wife, the devoted child, the loving brother or 
sister, the real friend, who has nothing to regret as he or she looks back upon the 
past and reviews the happy years of unbroken friendship and unclouded affection. 


-. That feeling has nothing in common with the inconsolable grief we must feel when 
we reflect that nothing can recall those whom we deeply wronged when we had 


them with us—the poor we declined to help, the unhappy we refused to com- 
miserate, the defenceless we left unprotected, the sensitive we humiliated, the 
soft hearts against which we hardened ourselves. 
of affection, honour, kindness, assistance, and they have gone from us before half 


our debt had been discharged. They pleaded to us.in vain, and now we call to 
. them with vain regrets. 


The ears into which they spoke were deaf to the human 
appeal, and to-day their dead ears are deaf to our cries for forgiveness. They 
looked up into our eyes for some token of affection, and to-day their eyes are 
closed to every visible sign. But even “the last honour” need not and should 
not stop short at the grave. We are bidden to cherish the memory 
of our honoured dead, to follow in their virtuous example, to profit by 
wise teaching. Does not this suggest the obvious lesson 
that it behoves us so to live that when we go hence we may bequeath such 


- an example to those who come after us? If we lead dishonoured lives, how shall 


posterity hold our memory in affectionate respect? Our grave becomes a 
our sages teach that we need raise no elaborate memorial to the righteous, for 
their deeds and sayings are their memorial.{{ Let us labour, then, to leave behind 
us a monument of well-doisg. When we are remembcred by our successors, let 
.us be remembered for the good we have accomplished—the tears we have dried, 
the wounds we have bound up, the erring whom we have guided in the paths of 
righteousness. Of us may it be said, as was said of the pious King Hezekiah when, 
according to Jewish legend, they placed a scroll of the law on his bier—" this one

SERVICE AT THE GREAT SYNAGOGUE. 


SERMON BY THE CHIEF RABBI, 


The Chief Rabbi preached at the Great Synagogue on Sabbath last, at which | | 


a special service was held on the occasion of the first anniversary of Declaration 
Day.. Before the sermon, the Reader, the Rev. A. Katz, chanted Psalms 87 and 
122, and the concluding verses of Psalm 14. There was a very full attendance. 
“This is the day the Lord hath made, we will be glad and rejoice thereon,” 


We beheld the finger of God in the 


Government; and. even more so did we recognise the work of an Almighty Hand 
in the world-historic events during the year that had elapsed since that date. The 
heart of every Jew must throb with gratitude to Almighty God, who alone doeth 
wondrous things, He (Dr. Hertz) intended to make a few observations ona vital 
The 
Sidrah of the week opened with the story of the first Jewish title-deed to any plot 
of ground in the Holy Land—the burial place for the Fathers and Mothers of 
Israel, the cave of Machpelah. And only as loyal children of Abraham, Isaac 


and Jacob could we lay claim before the world to this land: and 
only as’ such. children’ was enlightened public .opinion willing to see us 
return thither. Speaking of the Cave of .Machpelah, he = declared 


that a cave was symbolical of much of Jewish life, both in the Ghetto and in the 
emancipation periods. ‘What could better describe the outward life of the Ghetto 
Jew than that image? Israel was then “cribbed, cabiued, and confined "— 
deprived of light; freedom, and. opportunity. The image of the Cave, alas, 
remained true, even after the walls of the Ghetto had: fallen. The Jew was now 
He had emerged into the larger wor!d outside—his 


the Cave, but very often quite forgetting its very existence. . Unfortunately, ‘it 
could not be truthfully maintained that Zionists were a!ways more truly religious 
than those who were not Zionists...The preacher gave striking instances. of the. 


failure of both Zionists and non-Zionists adequately to advance the cause of 


spreading Judaism among Jews. A-new time was beginning in Israel. ‘“‘ Behold 
the winter is past, the rain is over and gone; the flowers appear on the earth; the 
time of singing is com>.” The Jewish colonies, those .veritable flowers in the 
desert, were living proof of the spring-time that, with the help of God, was now 
dawning on Israel. But he hoped that Sulamith of to-day and to-morrow would 
bave enough sacred egoism to tend her own vineyard before attempting to tend 


the vineyards of others. There was need for this hope being expressed. Both 
Jewish and non-Jewish friends of Zionism. were’ proclaiming a new 
ideal for the New . Judea, was to bridge between ‘the 


Arab and Armenian. States surronnding it, “for the development of the culture 
of the Orient.” Now this bridge-ideal.is merely a perpetuation of the old rile of 
the Jew during the exile as middleman, whether -in literature or in commerce. 
The New Judea must not base its right to existence on the fact that it would bea 
useful bridge to connect others. And as to the culture that the New Judea is to 
develop, it. should be Jewish culture. 


the Jewish University... That institution would grapp'e with all the problems 


peculiar to Palestine and illuminate them with the searchlight of science and | 


scholarship. It was, however, a fundamental error to look upon this University 
as the symbol of the Jewish spirit. To do so: would be to inaugurate 
a new. Hellenistic period in Judea. Important as was. the University, 
far more. so were the institutions of Jewish religious learning and_ life. 
They, and they alone, were the embodiment of the true, eternal Jewish spirit. If 


these were neglected, we should have a population of Hebrew-speaking heathens, 


but not of Jews. These institutions must be helped, so that they are “carried.on 
under tolerable, civilised and modern conditions.” A new Commission should be 
appointed, to consist. of highest, confidence-compelling elements, for all matters 
of Kedusha MW), so as to assure to Jewish religious Jewry in the New Judea 
absolute self-determination in those sacred matters which alone contained the 
secret of Israel’s deathlessness. In a word, New Judea must be built on spiritual 
foundations.

‘I desire first of all to extend to you a hearty weloome to this Conference, 
which has been convened to enable me and others of my colleagues of the Zionist 
Commission to report to you on our work and activity during our stay in Pales- 
tine. 1 fear, however, that it will be difficult to present a complete report, for 
the work of the Commission in Palestine still continues, and much of our activity 
is reaching fruition only now. It will be our purpose, however, for the present 


to indicate to you the main problems which confronted us, and the steps that have 


been taken to accomplish the objects for which the Commission was sent ont. 
We would, however, be wanting in our duty did we not express with heartfelt 
sincerity Our profound appreciation of the act of His Majesty's Government in 
authorising the Commission to proceed to Palestine, and in making it possible for 
the Commission to carry on its work there. Such an act was an earnest of the 
British Government's desire to translate the Declaration into reality, and I am 
firmly convinced that with the lapse of time this desire has in no way weakened, 
but on the contrary, that it is the intention of the British Government 
to give the fullest possible effect to its Declaration of November 2nd, the 


first anniversary of which we celebrate to-morrow. I am sure that I shall find 


‘a deep echo in your hearts when I say that to General Allenby and his brave 
troops we owe a debt of gratitude, which it will be difficult to repay. By the 
almost miraculous victories of the British forces in Palestine, the whole of Eretz 
Israel has been liberated from the Turkish oppressor, let us hope never more to 
return ; and thus a fundamental condition has been created, enabling us to look for, 
ward to the possibility of our continuing our national regeneration in Palestine with 
greater freedom and greater security. I would respectfully propose for your con- 


sideration that a resolution expressing our heartfelt congratulations and thanks be 


sent to General Allenby, his officers, and his brave troops. 
THE WORK OF THE ZIONIST COMMISSION WAS MANY SIDED | 
Our task, as set out in 


us to assume the position of intermediary between the Jewish population 
im Palestine and the British administration. To enter into friendly relations 


with the Arab nation, to organise the Jewish. population in Palestine, to }. 


co-ordinate and organise relief work in Palestine, to investigate and examine the 
conditions necessary for the development and expansion of Jewish colonisation, 
and lastly to lay the Foundation Stone of the Hebrew University on Mount 
Scopus, Jerusalem. The liberation and opening up of Northern: Palestine and 
Galilee has added to the problems and burdens with which the Commission. is 
charged, and it will yet be some little time before the complete report of the Com- 
mission can be laid before you. But this I do venture to state, that my colleagues 
and I approached our task in Palestine with an unbiassed spirit, knowing 
no party, uninfluenced by difference of opinion, always striving to seek the truth, 
and holding before us but one aim, to further the welfare of the Palestinian popula- 


tion as a whole and to advance the realisation of our sacred national ideal. | 
- ‘The situation was rendered difficult by the misunderstanding and misconception 
_ of Zionist aims which existed not only amongst a large portion of the non-Jewish 
. gections’ of the population in Palestine—doubtless inspired “by those whose 


advantage it was to stir up strife between Jew. and Arab—but also amongst a 


_ number. of British officials who had hitherto not come into contact with the 


Zionist Movement. lt must further be remembered that the Commission had to 
finda place in the iron organisation of the military occupation—always a difficult 
task for a civilian Commission—and nothing could be accomplished except 


through the agency of the military authorities. On the other hand, we were’ 


fortunate in finding in the British Administration a number of friends with a deep 


_ understanding of our aims and aspirations and with a keen appreciation of the 


value of our work.of preparation, The .. | 

SITUATION OF THE JEWISH POPULATION 
was rendered extremely difficult by the fact that the military administration 
maintained the Turkish status quo. This placed the Jews at a disadvantage in 
comparison with the other sections of the population, and the Commission very 


quickly felt that, in order to be able to remove misunderstandings and clear up 
_ Misconceptions, means would have to be found to interpret correctly the wishes 
of the Jewish population, and to introduce into the administration an atmosphere | 


‘more in accordance with the spirit of the Balfour Declaration. It is with pleasure 


that we‘have to place on record that, thanks to the fair-mindedness and spirit of 
_ justice of the authorities, it needed but a clear explanation of the situation to 


ensure a more cordial and sympathetic relationship between the Jewish popula- 
tion and the authorities. Theideal which the Commission always hadin view was 
the creation of conditions which would permit the Jewish pophiation in Palestine to 
regulate its own internal affairs..I am happy toinform you that steps are being taken 


’ by the Zionist Organisation to obtain the sanction of the Authorities to this funda- 


mental principle. Indications ‘were not wanting to show that this principle met 
with the sympathy of the Authorities in Palestine; as for instance, permission was 
granted to the Jewish colonists to elect a Jewish Commission to assess and collect 
the *' Osher,’’ or the tax; this concession on. the part of the administration 


proved highly successful. Another example of this principle is in the introduc- 


tion of Jewish police, with a distinctive Jewish badge, and of Jewish interpreters 
to the various governorates who acted as intermediaries in purely local matters 
between the Jewish population ard the Governors. In this manner the wishes 


and requests of the Jews were placed before the Governors correctly and sympa- 


- thetically. One of the main problems which confronted us$was to enter into 
friendly and intimate 


_ CONTACT WITH THE REPRESENTATIVES OF THE ARAB NATION, 
and in this connection we attempted conscientiously to carry out our instructions- 
It was apparent that there prevailed misunderstandings among the Arabs as to the 


intentions of the Zionist Movement, which the Commission did its best to dissipate. 


The Arab leaders, both in Cairo and elsewhere, were clearly and repeatedly told 
both in public and in private that the Zionists did not intend to dispossess or 


_ expropriate the Arab, and that such ideas were disseminated by the enemies of 


beth nations. I should like to repeat that it is our earnest desire to live in close 
co-operation, peace and harmony with our Arab neighbours. There is enough

presented many difficulties; inso far as the colonies were concerned, and with 
the exception of Petach Tikvah, they have not suffered much material damage. 
The general position of the Jewish colonies may be said to have been one of acute 


moraland material anzxmiabroughtabout by four years of pressure under the régime | 


of the Turkish military authorities; who had practised a régime of extraction and 
extortion of the most arbitrary and ruthless character. Thestory of the sufferings 
of the Palestinian population is a most harrowing one. With the liberation of 
the country, however, by British forces there was an immediate improvement of 
the economic situation. There is no more glorious page in the history of Jewish 
colonisation in Palestine than the story of these staunch men, the Councils of 
the Colonies, who, during four years of military oppression, never deserted their 


posts, constantly holding before them the maintenance of the national good. 


Whatever remains in Palestine to-day as the nucleus of a Jewish National Home 
is due to them, We should be lacking in our duty as Jews if we did not place on 
record our profound gratitude to them. It is not my intention to enter into an 
analysis of the financial situation in relation to the colonies, but I cannot 
refrain from making particular mention of one class of debt. I refer to those 


debts contracted by the Va'adim which were payments made to Turkish officials — 


for the preservation of the colony from Turkish rapacity and oppression. The 
Commission is of the opinion that the maintenance of the integrity of the Colonies 
is as vitally important to the Zionist Organisation as it is to thé colonists them- 
selves. We therefore feel that this kind of debt should be regarded as charge on 
the Jewish people, and will therefore have to be treated asa public debt, It was 


the colony of Petach Tikvah which gave us the most anxiety and trouble, for, 
situated almost in the front line, it occupied a special position in the miltiary — 


administration. Many of the orchardsand groves could not be cultivated because 


of military exigencies, and I fear that the colony will have suffered loss. The 
evacuation of Petach Tikvah was carried outin consultation with the Zionist Com- 


mission, which was able to render financial and moral assistance to the evacuated 
colonists. The Commission acted as intermediary between the colony and the mili- 
tary authorities, and bore the responsibility for all acts in which the colonists were 
concerned. I am glad to be abieto report that in almost every case the recom- 
mendations of the Commission were accepted by the authorities and a working 
arrangement was effected which enabled the evacuated colonists to continue 


working some of their orchards and groves, The Zionist Commission bad devoted 4 — 


great deal of itstime and energyto 
THE PROBLEM OF EDUCATION. 


We realise that in this sphere we could work freely without interfering with or 

affecting in any way the military machine; moreover, as it was impossible to . 
} deal with problems of the expansion of Jewish colonisation we could devote - 
ourselves to this question with all the administrative energy at our command, 


The teachers were worthy of their post, and it is owing to their self-sacrifice that 
the Hebrew schools have been kept open and the Hebrew language kept alive in 
Palestine. The Commission, after its preliminary investigation, increased 
the salaries of its teachers and speedily obtained facilities from the. 
authorities for new teachers to be brought into the country. Many capable and 


vigorous teachers are required to remedy the critical situation of the schools. © 


The liberation of Northern Palestine or Galilee would perhaps effect an improve- 
ment, as many teachers who had been deported to the Nor! would now be free to 
return, Nevertheless, additional assistance was urgently needed. The Commis-. 


sion felt that it was essential for the future of Palestine that a unified systen of Jewish 


education should be introduced throughout the country, and that Hebrew should 


be the language of instruction inall Jewish schools and educational institutions. I 


am happy toreport that a big step forward has been made in this direction. The 
‘ilfsverein schools, which hitherto has stood outside the strictly Jewish national 


school curriculum, have now at the request of the Authorities come under the «gis - 


of the Va’ad Hachinnuch (Education Committee), and acurriculum has been intro- 
duced which is current in all the other Jewish schools. Steps are being taken to 


re-organise seminary and training colleges where a scientific and modern pedago- | 


gical training can be obtained, and thus the foundation laid for a larger and more 
comprehensive Hebrew Educational system. Too much emphasis coiitd not be 


laid on the urgency of taking every step to ensure that Hebrew should be the 
language of the Jewish population.

| As much of the unproductive relief as 
possible was transformed into productive, and as far as possible to avoid 


giving doles and alms, but rather to create workshops, ateliers, laundries, and 


factories in which the poor of Jerusalem could beemployed, With this object in 
view the already existing ateliers and workshops were further endowed and 
extended. A stream of comparatively able-bodied boys, women, and girls were 


encouraged to enter the colonies for work on the plantations and farms, and so — 
live in a cleaner atmosphere. Those orphanages which submitted to supervision — 


and re-organisation were granted financial assistance. In order to bring about a 
better state of health in the Community, the hospitals were re-organised, 
improved, and put into thorough working order, It is impossible, however, to 
deal with the question of relief in Jerusalem without touching upon the organisa- 
tion of the Jerusalem Community, which presented to the Commission a difficult 
task. The Commission attempted in a number of conferences with the Jerusalem 
Jewish Community to unite the various factions existing in the Community. 
A Va'ad Ha'ir representing all sections of Jerusalem Jewry was elected and now 
supposedly represented the whole Community. The main difficulty, however, 
was the re-organisation of the various institutions, educational and religious, 


which were so numerous in Jerusalem. The Commission has spent a considerable 


amount of work in this connection, in attempting to concentrate and co-ordinate the 


activities of these places of learning. There was no doubt that these institutions 


carried on a great tradition of learning, but in a difficult and unfavourable 

environment. The Zionist Commission had acted on the principle that it was 

absolutely essential to maintain these great centres of learning, especially in view 

of the destruction of the Jewish traditional schools of Vilna, Tels and Volonshia,

DECLARATION. - |

The new Chief Rabbi of Vienna, Dr. Chajes, was received by the Emperor, 
who cordially questioned him on problems closely affecting our coreligionists, 
Speaking on the problem of Galician Jewry in general, the Chief Rabbi claimed 
that the Jewish masses in the East always regarded themselves as a nation, and 
that, to ameliorate the position of Galician Jewry, which was verv bad as a result 


of the hostility of other sections of the population towards them, it was necessary 


to secure for the Jews rights asa national minority. Dr. Chajes further explained 
that the Jewish national sentiment was making headway in Western Europe ‘oo, 
The Emperor then questioned the Chief Rabbi on the British and other Allied 
Governments’ Declarations on Palestine. Dr. Chajes stated that Zionism was an 
international movement, and that the British Government very wisely used in its 
Declaration the term “National Home for the Jews,” in accordance with the 
The Emperor requested Dr. Chajes to explain the claim 
‘Palestine for the Jews.” Dr. Chajes made it clear that the Jews, spread as they 
were all over the world, could not be expected to stake their existence on the 
miracles that permitted them to survive two thousand years of persecution and 
misery ; Jewry was therefore longing for a national and religious centre., The 


Emperor desired to know whether only Palestine could form such a centre, and. 


whether that country could hold all the Jews. The Chief Rabbi explained that the 
eyes of all the Jews turned to Palestine, but that all our coreligionists were not 
expected to go there. Dr, Chajes also gave details of the growth. of the

Some Impressions of Palestine. 
By JOSEPH COWEN, 


The first impressions one gets of Palestine to-day are already more agreeable 


with difficulty, although perhaps some of the romance is shorn. Formerly, as 
travellers will remember, the general way of entering was by embarking on 
. comparatively small steamer frequently overcrowded, dirty and noisy— 
at Port Said for Jaffa, where one had to “lay to” in the roadstead and gO 
ashore~weather permitting—in a waterman’s boat. This was an eccasion of 
scrambling and fighting and at times even not a little dangerous. Astres temps 
gutres mocurs. Now we take a comfortable train, fitted witha dining car and 
every convenience, from Cairoat 6,15 p.m. We arrive at Kantara West aftera good 
dinner on the train and sufficient time for a cigar, ashort drive over the bridge 
of the Suez Canal, and we are at Kantara East, where we take a train with — 
sleeping cars, and at sunrise—or before—we are in Palestine, almost our 
first view of the country being the prosperous and undamaged village 
of Rechoboth, near to which was the Headquarters. of the British Army, and 
within a short walk of the railway station. One is all the more impressed by the 
view of Rechoboth—with its redbrick roofs of the Colonists’ houses in the midst —

Srr,—I have on frequent occasions seen references in your paper to the 
urgent necessity of communal re-organisation, Within the last few weeks, two 
- matters were brought to my notice, which are not alone scandalous, but are cer- 
tainly a menace to our well-being as a religious Community. In a well organised 
Kehillah, I question whether such conditions would flourish unchecked and 
uncontrolled. A Jewish housewife complained to me that the butcher who served 
her, not alone gave the portion of meat to which she was legally entitled 
to other customers, but charged her. from fifty to one hundred per cent 
above. scheduled prices. I interested myself and saw the local 
food controller, who felt that it was not a matter that should be brought to him, 
but should be dealt with by the Shecheta Board. The special concessions the 
‘Government had granted the Jewish Community. were to satisfy the conscientious 
objections of any of its members who would not partake of meat not prepared 
according to Jewish ritual; and if any retail butcher holding a licence from the 
Shecheta Board practised extortion and blackmailed the customers assigned to 
him, it was for the Board to deal ‘with him by cancelling his licence, or by any 

other methods deemed ‘expedient. é 
I saw an official of the Shecheta Board who was not inclined to accept the 
view of the local controller, and considered that the duties of the Board ended 
with the supervision of the Kashruth of the meat. With very few exceptions, 
he told: me, illegal charges. were made by the retailers, and in a few 
instances, when fined by the magistrate, a week's further extortions from the 
suffering public made good the fine. [then interviewed the butcher, and although 
“he promised in the presence of an official of the Food Controller's office to dis- 
‘continue his illegal and positively brutal mode of conducting his business, it still 
continues as heretofore. 
appealed to me as a coreligionist not to go-on with it, quite the “ Kamerad” cry. 


If this is not the concern of the Shecheta Board, it is certainly that of the:

FRESH AIR AND AIR SEWAGE, 


Sir ST. CLAIR THOMSON, IN A LETTER TO THE TIMEs.” 


_ Few of us can do more than pass a very short period of the 
day in the open air. Ina country in which a large proportion of 
the inhabitants spend most of their lives in industrial occupations, 
it is wiser to teach them the importance of introducing fresh air 
into their houses than to urge them to the impossible duty of 

_ spending much of their time out of doors, — | 
2 If we devote, on an average, eight hours to sleep, then a third 
at least of our 24-hour day is spent inloors, and each individual 
who reaches 69 years of life will have passed no less than 20 years 
of his existence in the one and only room where he is likely to be 
sole arbiter of the ventilation.s. Unless there are exceptional con- 
ditions, the windows of every sleeping room should be wide open all 
night and every night. The blinds should be drawn up, otherwise, 
from their valve-like action, they will only permit intermittent 
and uncertain ingress of fresh air, while the only egress for devita- 
lized air is by the inadequate route of the chimney, 
The hours of the night should also be employed for regularly 
and continuously flushing all day-rooms, where sewage air is 
' manufactured in such quantities that it is never adequately 
scavenged during working hours. I know of crowded offices where 
the ventilation is imperfect through the day, and where the 
windows are all religiously closed up every night, so that next 
morning the workers start by breathing more or less sewage air. 
The windows of many workrooms, hotels, schools, banks, churches, 
and clubs are regularly “shut up for the night.” Jt has been 
shown that the sense of fatigue ts. more the consequence of 
breathing devitalized and stagnant air than of any other single 
factor. There is no harm in a room or railway carriage being 


warmed, “if the air is regularly changed as. itis used up. 


Scavenging our air sewage ensures a supply of fresh air. It is 
__ our chief safeguard against the onset or the severity of influenza. 
possibility of “a draught ”’—still bogy to many —is best 
avoided by remembering that doors should be kept closed and 
windows kept open. | | 

_ In 1867 Ruskin wrote: “A wholesome taste for cleanliness 
and fresh air is one of the final attainments of humanity.” Let us

Two hundred were invited © 
by the North London Zionist Central Council, and spent an enjoyable time, 
7 LUNCHEON TO THE MEN. 
THE CONDITIONS AT PLYMOUTH, ° 

A luncheon was held on Wednesday at Camperdown House to a contingent 
of American volunteers in the Judean regiment. Mr. Joseph Cowen presided, 

Mr. CuwEN said that the men they were entertaining might. be too late to 
fight Johnnie Turk, but they would be in good time for the work of building up 
in Palestine, and he assured them that it was far more difficult to build up than 
to destroy. They were infor “hard stuff,” but they would acquit themselves well 
because they. were proud of being Jews, and. determined as Jews to help in 
relieving the land of their forefathers, which was to be their own land 
once again. It was not for them to discuss round that festive board the 
question of how the work of reconstruction should proceed. But Mr. Cowen 
thought that it was high time that practical. proposals were forthcoming, 
They must discuss between themselves these problems, but they must remember 
that public opinion had to be made and consulted, In their journey from 
Plymouth to London the Judeans before them had started their journey eastwards, 
on which they all wished them boundless good luck. As a member of the 
Zionist. Commission which had recently been in Palestine, he could assure 
them ‘that our people were waiting with open hearts and open arms. for 
them. _No matter what the attractions of other places were,» Mr. Cowen 
said that Palestine would rival any of them and would demand their love and 
worship. Every Judean was a representative of the Jewish people, and whether 
on the battlefield, or in the peaceful pursuits associated with reconstruction, he 
knew how splendidly they would go forward, for they had joined up out of 
pride in the dignity of theirrace. The Zionist Commission had started some of 
the work, and be (Mr. Cowen) hoped that the sol diersbefore them would be the 
precursors of a great big regiment of Jewish people to work in Eretz Israel.

Governor’s quarters. Banners were flying with inscriptions such as “Long Live the 
Rule of Justice,” “ Long Live the Liberating Army,” “Long Live Allenby, the Liberator 
of Palestine,” ‘‘ Long Live the Jewish Battalion,"’ ‘‘God will Build Galilee,” ete.

“SyRIAAND THE HOLY LAND,” by Sir George Adam Smith (Hodder and Stough- 
ton), easily takes first rank among the many pamphlets and. brochures that have 
recently been published about the Holy Land, The author seems to stand alone in 


- pointing out the origin of the name “ Palestine.” Syria was divided into three main 


parts, and three adjectives were added to distinguish the chief divisions of the 
country. Cosle—or Hollow—Syria, originally the Orontes valley and the great 
trench between the Lebanons, was thence loosely stretched over all Southern 
_ Syria except Phoenicia, and then (as in Roman times) restricted to Anti-Lebanon 
and the regions beyond Jordan, Phoenician Syria and Philistine (or Palestine) 
Syria were the two coastal regions inhabited by those peoples. But first 
in Greek and thence in other European languages these adjectives became 
nouns—Phoenicia and Palestine. By a curious diversity of fortune, 
while Phoenicia remained within its original limits on the coast from a 
little south of Carmel northwards, Palestine was carried east and north till 
it covered the land to the foot of Lebanon and over Jordan to the desert. This 
is perhaps a unique instance of the gradual application to almost the whole ofa 
country of the name of a tribe who never occupied more than a fraction of its 
surface and had already disappeared from its history (p. 10).. Sir George Adam 
Smith regards the claim of the modern Jew to a “ national home” in Palestine as 
threefold: By right of the history of his fathers, by right of his own devotion to. 


the ideal of a national life, and by right of his recent successful exertions on the | 


soil (p. 41). But, on the whole, the author's attitude to Zionism is critical, if not 
suspicious and watchful. There are two excellent maps, one of Syria, Mesopo-

“Tip DELIVERANCE OF JERUSALEM,” by E. W. G. Masterman (Hodder and

While he thinks that there 
is much to be said for the setting up of a protected State with wide powers of 
controlling its own affairs by an elected assembly, he regards it as certain that 
such a S:a‘e would require the supervision and help of the Powers for some 
years—till its organisation and development were sufficiently stable to enable it to 

‘stand alone, He therefore suggests that it would be advisable to give the separate 

“communities a considerable degree of internal antonomy, including the power of 
ecclesiastical bodies (including under this head Moslems and Jews) to adjudicate 
all questions where their special laws are concerned, and in any special settle- 
ments, such as Jewish colonies, to administer justice in all but severe criminal 
offences among their own people, subject to appeal to.a central court (p. 51). 

“PALESTINE AND JERUSALEM,” by H. Sykes (Hodderand Stoughton), has been 
written as a handbook for the British soldier who may happen. to find himself in 
Palestine. It is small in size, suitable for a convenient corner in a haversack,. is 
bound in khaki, and is designed to stimulate the soldier’s interest in the land where 
he is sojourning. The author describes the salient points of the geography, 
history, and present-day life of the Holy Land. There are two maps, one of 
Palestine, and one of the Near East, and.a Tableof Dates. Were it not for the fact 
that it is avowedly written from the Christian standpoint, the book: could 
without hesitation be commended for Jewish use.

3 “THe TRUE BOUNDARIES OF THE HOLY LAND,” by Samuel Hillel Isaacs 
(Davis, Chicago), isan attempt to solve the many diversified theories as to the loca- 
tion of the boundaries of the Holy Land, as described in Numbers xxxiv., 1-12.

author was born in Russian Poland in 1825, and died at his daughter’s home in 
‘Chicago in 1917, at the ripe age of ninety-two. He was a man of great learning 
and frequently contributed to Jewish periodicals in Hebrew, Yiddish, and 
English. In preparing the present work he held that when in the Pentateuch 
there is a special section of twelve verses, commanding and detailing the direc- 
tion of the boundaries of the Holy Land which are at present unknown, it 

- becomes incumbent upon us, for the honour of our sacred writings, to render 
this section intelligible as soon as the correct location is procurable, and patiently 
wait for the fulfilment of God’s promises in His own way (p. 17).

“ Children of the Ghetto.” 


By ONE OF THEM, 


They tell me that the East End police are keeping an embarrassingly watch- 
ful eye on the East Ender’s challas. This solicitude, it is understood, has arisen 
out of the circumstance that a certain amount of white flour has found its way 
into shops, where it is vended sub rosa for the manufacture of the Sabbath loaf, 
It is not for me to enquire into the ethics of this defiance of regulations ; 
are thousands of old-fashioned: folk who incline to the opinion that a khaki- 
coloured challa is a sheer travesty of the real article. However that may be, 
1 am told that the police have got into the habit of paying unannounced visits to 
Jewish homes on Thursdays, with the object of ascertaining if these pre- war 
challas do really exist, 

Say what you will, East London still remains the home of the most vivid of 
life’s contrasts; prosperity rubs shonlders with the most abject poverty. 
Boards of Guardians will never know how the “submerged tenth” of Israel 
passes its days; 
health, inflated prices, and the continued buffets of ill-fortune. Here, for 
example, is a little cameo from the pen of a social worker, published in a 
University weekly, It should banish discontent from the hearts of many of us, 
and make us glow at the knowledge that the Ghetto is to be aie in the 
possession of its tiny heroines :— 

I stepped in with the ease acquired by a few weeks' Committee. visitiog. I did not 
guess that I stepped into one of the dark secrets of. existence, and that for a moment I 
shouid stand face to face with Life; Life as it is revealed. by the dumb lips of poverty.

bouring infants stood in a bunch close by, absorbed in admiration of the cleaning 
process—which was probably quite strange to them. :

He was out—always out, she led me to 
understand, Idoking for work. It seemed that he must have found some, for I noticed 
two loaves of bread on the table. 

“Oh; mother- didn’t I know it ?—she was in hospital— 
had been there for weeks—her heart was very bad-—-yes, she vite come home in a week 
or two.” 

This child had been alone for weeks, mothering the infant brother, caring for- 
the elder brother then at school, keeping the poor little home tidy and sweet. 

I looked around: the room was clean. -I had never seen it. so before... The baby 
was happy, it seemed for the first time, and some vegetables were cooking on the stove. 
The little heavy-eyed child with the big broom looked up at me quite simply, quite 
unconscious of the part she played in this top-heavy world, 


Here we find in essence the ‘no surrender!” slogan of ovr people—the will to 
live, thé love of life, the fight for life, the joy of life, She needs not your pity, 
this Ghetto Cinderella, She isa standing rebuke to the selfishness of these days 
one of the rare diamonds of the tenements.
